Misunderstanding 


The  recent  articles  appear- 
ing in  the  Universe  concerning 
the  BYU  Senate  seem  to  point 
to  two  things.  (1)  The  misun-

We  of  the  Senate  appreciate 
the  criticism  we  have  received, 
and  we  hope  it  will  help  us 
better  discharge  the  office  we 
hold.

NEW  MAP  DISPLAY  WILL  SHOW  PILOT  WHERE  IN  THE  WORLD  HE  IS 


No  matter  what  the  weather,  speed  or  altitude,  an  IBM  naviga- 
tional display  being  developed  wilt  let  pilots  find  their  posi- 
tions on  a moving  map.

This  approach  to 
a computer-controlled  map  display  suggests  further  applica- 
tion in  a space  navigation  system,  where  a star  map  might  be 
used  instead  of  a map  of  the  earth.

Prof,  ends  1 6-hoy r TV  teaching  tour 


Faculty  works  featured  in  ‘Wj 


Relaxing  in  front  of  a tele- 
vision set  is  an  unusual  way  to 
earn  college  credit  or  learn  tips 
for  better  teaching  but  that  op- 
portunity has  been  offered 
through  a BYU  professor. 

Dr.  John  E.  Ord,  assistant 
professor  of  education,  is  near- 
ing completion  of  thirty-two 
half-hour  television  programs 
which  began  last  October  and 
end  Feb.  1. 

The  programs  have  centered 
around  social  studies  in  elem 
entary  schools  (Educational  In- 
struction 635)  and  are  designed 
to  help  teachers  become  more 
effective  in  teaching  social  stu- 
dies. 

The  listening  audience  was 
given  the  opportunity  to  regis- 
ter for  the  class  at  the  onset  of 
the  program.  Those  who  have 
done  so,  pay  fees,  send  in  study 
questions  and  take  a final  exam, 
Dr.  Ord  said. 

“WE  ARE  JUST  pioneering 
in  the  area  of  teacher  educa- 
tion and  the  field  has  many 
possibilities  especially  for  those 
who  can  not  commute,”  he 
said.  “I  feel  this  is  going  to 
expand  and  become  a signifi- 
cant program.” 

In  speaking  of  his  television 
series.  Dr.  Ord  said  he  had 
centered  his  lectures  around  the 
idea  that  social  studies  are  an 
integrating  center  of  the  cur- 
riculum where  children  can 
practice  in  the  basic  skills  they 
have  learned  in  a meaningful 
situation. 

“FOR  EXAMPLE,”  he  ex- 
plained, “the  language  arts 
skills  are  utilized  in  writing 
creative  stories,  learning  songs 
of  the  cultures  they  study,  learn- 
ing folk  dances  and  writing  po- . 
etry.”  The  children  also  are  in- 
tegrated in  their  work  to  illus- 
trate their  stories  with  pictures 
and  murals. 

Since  Dr.  Ord’s  programs 
have  been  largely  concerned 
with  teaching  theory,  his  last 
two  programs  Sunday  and 
Monday  will  attempt  to  show 
teachers  just  what  can  be  done 
in  that  field. 

- He  will  be  assisted  by  the 
Timpanogos  Elementary  Third 
Grade.  The  students  will  dem- 
onstrate what  they  have  learn- 
ed in  a two-month  unit  of  social 
studies  emphasizing  the  basic 
skills. 

The  programs  appear  * on 
kUED-TV,  Tuesdays  and  Thurs- 
days at  7 p.m.

FelU*r.  one-time  Van  Meter, 
la.,  schoolboy  sensation,  was 
the  strikeout  king  of  his  era. 
He  compiled  a 2(i&U>2  lifetime 
won-lost  average,  pitched  thri'e 
no-hitters.  12  one-hitters,  won 
20  or  more  games  in  six  sea- 
sons, S4‘t  a single  '^•ason  high 
of  348  strikeout.s  and  a single- 
game high  of  18  whiffs.  He  al- 
most LNTtalnly  would  have 
rt*arhed  the  3(X)-vlctor>’  mark  ex- 
cept for  four  years  In  the 
during  World  War  II. 

FFM.FK'S  greatest  disap- 
pointment was  that  he  never 
won  a World  Sork*s  game.  He 
had  two  chances  in  the  1948 
World  St'rles  but  lost  both  de- 
cisions to  the  Boston  Braves. 

Robinson  became  the  first 
negro  to  play  in  organized  ball 
in  1946  and  a year  later  was 
brought  to  the  Dodgers  by 
Branch  Rickey  In  a move  that 
broke  the  game's  unwritten  col- 
or line.  A brilliant  bas<*  runner. 


Robinson  upset  rivals  with  hU 
daring  and  aggressiveness  and 
also  compiled  a 311  baiting  av- 
erage bver  10  seasons.  He  led 
the  National  L*‘ague  with  342 
In  1949  and  hit  338  in  1951. 

ROBINSON  played  in  six 
World  .Series  with  the  Dodgers. 
He  playtHl  first  basi*  as  a rookie 
In  1917  and  In  1918  was  shifted 
to  second  ba.se.  There  ho  teamtsl 
with  shortstop  Peew«*e  Rct  sc  to 
form  one  of  the  circuit's  best 
double  play  combinations.  He 
also  performed  ade<4uately  at 
third  ba.se  and  In  the  outfield 
when  needed. 

Feller  made  close  to  $8.'>.nr.n  In 
some  of  his  best  seasons  with 
the  aid  of  a salar>-  clau.st‘  bast.Hl 
on  attendance.  Robinson’s  top 
salary  wa.H  probably  bi'lwoen 
$35.0(X)  and  $10,000.

It  doesn’t  surprise  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  that  the 
Y’s  team  is  unbeaten  on  the 
GE  College  Bowl  TV  program. 
A lot  of  top  scholars  register 
here  every  year— in  fact,  per- 
haps the  Y gets  more  than  its 
share  of  intellectuals. 

“Scholars  over  the  nation 
are  converging  on  BYU  be- 
cause of  its  reputation  of  aca- 
demic excellence,”  President 
Wilkinson  said.  “The  College 
Bowl  team  is  typical  of  our 
many  well-rounded  scholars.” 

COMPETING  in  the  fast- 
paced  TV  quiz,  which  demands 
extensive  knowledge  and  quick 
recall,  are  Tod  Britsch,  Mrs. 
JoJean  Loflin,  Dave  Stone,  and 
Robert  Despain.  all  seniors. 

President  Wilkinson  stated 
that  BYU  had  applications  for 
scholarships  from  about  2500 
freshmen  last  year.  Scholar- 
ships were  offered  to  684  who 
had  high  school  grade  averages 
above  97  per  cent,  or  practical- 
ly “A”  students,  and  529  of 
these  accepted.  Many  institu- 
tions are  offering  scholarships 
to  those  having  a high  school 
record  of  over  90  per  cent,  but

BYU  is  very  selective,  the  Pres- 
ident stated. 

. ALSO  1.55  PER  CENT  of  all 
semifinalists  in  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  competition 
last  year  listed  BYU  as  their 
preference.  President  Wilkin- 
son reported. 

“On  the  basis  of  equal  dis- 
tribution of  these  scholars 
among  the  nation’s  1,800  uni- 
versities and  colleges,  BYU  re- 
ceived 28  times  the  normal  ra- 
tio'h.  Based  on  total  national 
college  enrollment  of  3.570,000 
BYU  has  been  preferred  by 
five  times  the  normal  ratio  of 
merit  scholars.” 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  admin- 
istration that  the  semester  sys- 
tem gives  students  a longer 
acquaintance  with  the  subject 
matter,  there  is  less  starting 
and  stopping  time,  and  classes 
are  combined  into  more  sub- 
stantial courses. 

When  the  semester  system 
went  into  effect,  the  university 
revised  its  entire  curriculum  to 
provide  more  solid  areas  of 
study  and  general  education 
requirements  for  the  liberal 
education  as  well  as  the  spec- 
ialized education  of  every  stu- 
dent, the  President  concluded. 


Students  desiring  to  take  a 
concentrated  course  in  business 
training  should  investigate  the 
two-year  Business  Technology 
program  in  the  Technical  and 
Semi-Professional  Institute. 

The  program  enables  a stu- 
dent to  receive  the  training 
needed  for  a career  in  business 
in  the  shortest  possible  time,  ac- 
cording to  Evan  Croft,  super- 
visor. 

THEBE  IS  A demand  for  per- 
sons trained  in  the  field  of  busi- 
ness technology  and  the  institute 
has  been  able  to  place  all  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  the 
course,  he  said. 

A two-year  certificate  is 
awarded  upon  completion  of  a 
minimum  of  64  semester  hours 
of  credit,  Prof.  Croft  said. 

More  than  200  women  stu- 
dents are  enrolled  in  the  pro- 
gram preparing  for  positions  as 
secretaries  and  office  workers, 
he  said. 

THE  PROGK.^M  also  is  gain- 
ing popularity  among  male  stu- 
dents who  are  interested  in 
working  as  bookkeepers,  ac- 
countants and  clerks.
